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More Labor, 
Construction 
Predicted 


Washington, Aug. 17 — (/P)— A 


forecast of further moderate 
in- 
creases in construction 
work 
in 


the near future came from the fed- 
eral reserve board today. 


The reserve board, in a publi- 


cation, noted contract construction 
was providing jobs for more than 
2,000,000 workers at mid-year. 


Even while activity declined sub- 
stantially at the nation's factories 
and mines in the spring and early 
summer, the board report showed, 
construction was scoring a more 
than seasonal rise 
from its low 
winter levels.

Prague, Czechoslovakia, Aug. 17 


— (UP) — A r c h bishop Josef 
Beran, Catholic primate of Czech- 
oslovakia, has accused the govern

Prague palace, it was learned to- 
day. 


He complained in a bitter letter 


of protest to the communist gov- 
ernment that it had deprived him 
of "all personal freedom imd all 
rights as archbishop." 


He said the government prevent- 
ed"; him- from - "having--- visitors; 
seized his mail, took over his of- 
fice and broke up his last mass 
in St. Vitus cathedral June 19. 
"I have been interned in the pal- 
ace," he wrote. "I am not permit- 
ted visitors and it is said that the 
archbishop forbade such visits."

lic appearance in St. Vitus

thedral June 19, when organized 
heckling prevented him from com- 
pleting a sermon attacking tho gov- 
ernment's efforts to curt the Cath- 
olic church.

Since congress begins each regu- 
lar year's job early in January, 
it's supposed to get its appropriat- 
ing

before

year begins July 1. 


A lot of work goes into the ap- 


propriating. 
All the 
government 


agencies and departments tell con- 
gress early in January how much 
they'll need to run on for another 
fiscal year. 
Then the appropriations commit- 


tee of house and senate hold long

money they ask for. 
The committees' job is 
to 
be 


sure they money is needed and to 
try to cut down the amount asked 
for. 


When the committees 
f i n i s h , 


they send appropriations bills one 
after another up to the full house 
and senate to be voted on. Each 
bill covers the money needs of one 
department or a number of depart- 
ments and agencies. 


This year the house had

ished up its hearings, drawn up its 
bills, and voted on them all 
be- 


fore the Easier vacation began.
